Passenger Steamer Service 

During the season of navigation the following lines operate 
their boats from the Toledo harbor: 


Detroit & Cleveland Navigation Co. — Four sailings each week 
to Detroit and Mackinac Island; daily sailings to Put-in Bay 
and Cleveland.

The Toledo Railway & Terminal Co. has a Belt Line thirty- 
two miles in length, entirely encircling the City of Toledo, with 
track connections at grade with every railroad entering the city. 
It has the distinction of being the only complete steam belt line 
railroad. 


Streets, Parks, Public Institutions, Etc. 

Toledo covers an area of 28.57 square miles, with 384 miles 
of streets, 190 miles lighted by 1,800 arc lights, and 166 miles of 
paving, 499.98 miles of sidewalks, 212 miles of sewers and 107 
miles of electric street railways. 

Toledo has public parks containing 920 acres, 43 public 
school buildings, 1 public library containing 78,034 volumes, 9 
building and loan companies, 148 churches and religious societies, 
1 natural and 1 artificial gas company. 

Water Supply 

P'iltering beds are under construction at an approximate cost 
of $800,000, to have a capacity of 20,000,000 gallons per day. 
The present equipment has a capacity of 45,000,000 gallons per 
day. There are 217 miles of mains, 1,642 fire hydrants, and 18,772 
connections, all kinds. 

Growth of Toledo 

Toledo had the largest percentage of growth in the past ten 
- years of any city of its size or larger in the United States. 

The Harbor 

Toledo’s harbor presents twelve miles of dockage facilities 
available to the largest freight and passenger vessels on the Great 
Lakes without the assistance of tugs. 

It is the terminus of the shortest route for iron ore from the 
north to Lake Erie. More cargo coal passes through it en route 
to the Upper Lakes than any other port. 

No other harbor on the Lakes has its advantages, and it is 
today one of the great centers of commercial activity of the country.
